BACKGROUND: 

On October 24, 2014, the Defendant (Later identified as Turner, Colin Joseph 
DOB: 08/12/1982) was given a twenty-four hour trespass warning for 
trespassing at the business “7-11” (1810 Cahuenga Boulevard, Los Angeles CA. 
90028) on two prior occasions on this day (10/24/14). 


BID Patrol Unit FB-4, (Officers Coogle and Ayala) “Daily Activities Log Entry”, 
10/24/14 0730 Hours: 

Subject Contact- 1810 Cahuenga Boulevard: 7-11 

“We advised a M/A panhandling in the parking lot. He entered 7-11 and bought 
a “211 Steele Reserve”. We advised him to please not drink the alcohol in 
public.” 


Officer Coogle advised me that he also verbally advised Turner not to return to 
the “7-11” within twenty-four hours or he could be subject to arrest for 
“Trespassing” (41.24 (D) LAMC). 


BID Patrol Unit Boy - 2, (Officers Anderson and Nam) “Daily Activities Log 
Entry”, 10/24/14 1145 Hours: 
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Radio Call: 1810 Cahuenga 7-11: Trespass Suspect. At the location we observed 
a male Asian loitering on the east end of the 7-11 Store. We gave him a 
warning to leave the location based on the fact the store employees wanted 
him off the property. Heidy the R/P stated she asked him to leave, but he 
refused. The subject walked southbound and left the store. 


SOURCE OF ACTIVITY: 


On Friday, October 24, 2014, we were working as contracted, uniformed 
security officers for the Hollywood Business Improvement District (H.B.1.D.) / 
Andrews International 6801 Hollywood Boulevard Hollywood, CA. 90028 (323) 
465-0122. We were assigned to the bicycle team and deployed as Boy - 2. 


On the above date at approximately 1220 hours, my partner (Officer Nam 
#131) and | (Officer Anderson #127) received a radio call of a “Trespass 
suspect at 1810 Cahuenga Boulevard, the 7-11. The suspect is described as a 
male Asian adult, wearing a black shirt and black shorts. The suspect is 
aggressively panhandling and refusing to leave. The person reporting is 7-11 
employee Heidy.” 


INVESTIGATION: 


Upon arrival to the “7-11” we observed Turner standing near the front entrance 
of the “7-11”. BID unit, FB-4 (Officers Coogle and Ayala) responded to the “7- 
11” to assist us. My partner and | approached and made contact with Turner. 


ARREST: 


| advised Turner that we were placing him under “Private Person’s Arrest”, as 
per 837 Penal Code - (Private Person’s Arrest - Authority To Arrest / see 
attached for) for 41.24 (d) Los Angeles Municipal Code - (Trespassing on 
commercial property open to the general public). | handcuffed Turner 
(adjusted /double locked for safety and comfort) without incident. Officer 
Coogle escorted Turner to FB-4’S patrol vehicle, placed him in the rear 
passenger seat and seat belted him in. 


CITE and RELEASE: 


Turner was subsequently transported to Hollywood Station by FB-4, where 
Turner was cited for (RFC# D44645) the above listed violation by LAPD Patrol 
Officer Hallock #26650 and was ordered to appear at the East Los Angeles 
Court House, 4848 East Civic way, Los Angeles, 90022, on 10/24/2014, at 0830 
Hours with the approval of the Watch Commander Sergeant Vidal.

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Turner has no prior contacts/arrests with BID officers.
